Well, don't ſtand 
preaching to us, ſaid they, for we muſt make you obey 
us. Serjeant, give him ſome Money; he offer d me 
two Shillings, but I refus'd to take it. They threat- 


ned me ſore, but I could not fear them at all. Well, 


ſaid they, if you run away, you are as liable to ſoffer 
as if you had taken our Money. I anſwer'd, If I 
cannot be diſcharg'd lawfully, I ſhall not run away. 
Tf I do, puniſh me as you pleaſe. Then they order d 
the Serjeant to go to Quarters with me. He carried 
me to the Vila Man in Peter-zate, and the People be- 
hav'd well to me, tho' they had eight more quarter'd 
upon them. They ſaid, It is a Pity you ſhould come 
among ſuch a wicked Crew as theſe we have. durely 
there are but few like them in the World. They or- 
der'd me a Room and Bed to myſelf. Bleſſed be Gon, 
who gives me Favour inthe Sight of the Egyptians, who 
have been ſo us'd by thoſe of ourown Church. Theſe 


People were profeſſed Papiſis, who, I might imagine, 


would ſhew no more Mercy to a Man that preaches Sal- 
vation by Faith, than they would to a mad Dog. But 


J ſee it is not the Name that makes the Chriſtian, but 
the Mind that was in Cur1sT ; and whoſoever hath 


this Mind in him, he is a Chriſtian, let the World call 
him what they will. e e 
I came to Margaret Townſhend's, and met with my 
Wife and Siſter Mitchel, who rejoiced to ſee my Feet 
once more out of Priſon. We ſang Praiſes to God for 
ime, and paſſed the 
Afternoon in incouraging each other. Next Morning 

J ſet them out of Town, and went, as I was order'd, 

to parade at the Blue Boar in Caſtle- gate. The Officers 
order'd Corporal to fetch me a Gun and other 

_ warlike Inſtruments. He ſeem'd to ſhudder at the Taſk, ' 
but was forced to obey; and when he brought them, 
and came to gird them on me, he trembled as if he had 
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I aſk'd why they girt me with theſe warlike Habi- 


liments, for Jam a Man averſe from War, and ſhall 
not fight but under the Prince of Peace, the Captain 


of my Salvation; and the Weapons he gives me are 


not carnal like theſe. Well, faid they, but you muſt 


bear theſe, till you can get your Diſcharge, As you 


put them on me, I anſwer d, I will bear them as a 
Croſs, and uſe them as far as I can, without defiling 
my Conſcience ; for that I will not do for any Man on 
Earth. 

tbe Officers bad them merch. us off to Heworth 
Mor, to learn the Exerciſe of a Soldier; but Corporal 
W. ſeem'd as tender of me as if he had been my 
oven F ather. and carried the Gun for me to the Field. 


But when he came to teach me their Exerciſe, his 
Heart ſeem d to fail him, and he bade me lay down 


the Gun, and we fell into Diſcourſe. I found he had 


the Fear of Go before his Eyes, and the Lord had 


ſhew'd him the Light of his Countenance. Eut he was 


asa Sparrow alone on the Houſe- top; none cared for 


his Converſation, but they all deſpis'd him, becauſe he 


thee. 


Next Day I was arte? a to the Field, * others 
muſt teach me the warlike Exerciſe ; who all behav'd 
_civilly. to me. I had more to {ee me than all the reſt, 


and it caus'd the Truth to break out the more, ad, 


remov'd Prejudice from many. I found the People of 
 Yiklook'd upon one that is call'd a Methodiſt, as one 
that has the Plague, and infects all he comes near 
and they bleſſed Gov that none had come to preach.

Church, 
and my Lord manifeſted himfelf to me in great Love 


at the Sacrament, At Night, Hannah Scolrfield and J, 


and our Brother from Mess- fer, with two or three 
more, went out into the Fie'ds, thinking to retire ; 
but ſome had ſeen us, and told others that we were 


gone to fing Hymns, We had been but a few Minntes 
| together, before we had near an hundred to keep us 
Company. We inng two Hymns, and I gave them an 
Exhortation, They receiv'd my Words with Meeknels, 
and wiſhed to hear me again. 


We went about a Mile another Wa ay; but lire 
were People walking there alſo, who knew me, and 


| flock'd to us and dehfir'd to bear v, hat fort of Dodrine

it is we preach, Which cauſes all Men to hate us. I 
ſaid, It is the Doctrine of I Ess CHRIST, which made 


all Men hate him; and ye are ſenſible our great Shep- 


herd ſaid, Te all be hated of all Men fir my Sake. 
But, they faid, This is a Chriſtian Land, and it is not 


%o now. Well, ſaid J, then you muſt ſay the Goſpel 


is not an everlaſting Goſpel, or you declare us bleſt, 
and almoſt all the Preachers in Eng/and curſt. They 


laid, What, do we point the Bleflings to you, and the 
. Cutie to all the reſt? we think it the other Way. 


Then, ſaid I, you do not think as Cunisz ſpake; for 


he ſaid, ed are ye when all Men ſpeak Evil of yer, 
_ and bate you for my Sade and the Gojpel's : rejoice aud be 


exceeding glad, for fo they did to the Prophets of old, But 
eo unto you when all Men ſprak well of you; for fo they 


ſhake of the falſe Prophets. Upon this they were filent, 
but wiſhed they could hear me themſelves, then they 
could judge better. By this Time a great lar i £2. | 

was come together, deliring to hear me, and Go: 


gave me to ſpeak plain, and to their Hearts. When %

I kad done, ſeveral of them ſaid, they would go ten 
Miles to hear ſuch another Diſcourſe. The Prejudice 
ſeem' d taken out of their Minds at a Stroke ; and they 
cried, this is the Doctrine which ought to be Preach | 
let Men ſay what they will againſt it. 5 
As we came back, one of our Company ſaid, I 
wonder the Devil cannot perceive, that his Striving 
to ſuppreſs the Goſpel, is like ſtriving to quench the 
Fire by caſting Oil into it. As Gop ſpake, ſo it is I ſee 
this Day. His Servants are like Brands of Fire caſt in- 
to dry Stnbble. Surely Gop will be glorified in your 
Captivity. Only let us watch and pray that the Enemy 
get no Advantage over us. 
The Day following I went, as before, to > Exerciſe, 
and many came to. talk with me; ſome to diſpute, 


and ſome who earneſtly defir'd to be ſav'd. Among the 


Piſputers was a Clergyman. I knew him; for I had 
ſeen him in his Gown three Days before. When ſe- 
veral, who appear'd as Gentlemen, diſputed hotly a- 
gainſt all the Power of Religion, I ſhew'd them from

Church, that thoſe who ſpoke as they did, were no 
Members of the Church of England. For, to be a real 
Member of CAHRI T's Church; is to feel CuRIST in 


us; to know he died for his Churck: and that by his 
Death we are deliver'd from Death Eternal; to find 


that Spirit which rais'd him from the Dead, raiſin 


us from the Death of Sin, that our Bodies may be the 


undefiled Temples of the living God, an holy Habi- 
tation of Goo, thro' his Spirit dwelling in us. For” 


as many as have the Spirit of God, they are the Sons 


of Gop; and if any Man have not the Spirit of Chriſt, 


he is none of his. Nay, if you &no not (J added) that 


CuR1sT is in you, you are now in a State of Reproba- 
tion. So, ſaid they, you have condemn'd us all at a 


Stroke. I anſwer'd, I have condemn'd no Man; for 1 


have not ſpoken my own, but the Words of Go D, as 


1 3 to your Conſciences, you that have ever read 
em. 


When they were put to Silence, the Mioiſter began 
.to 285 the 9 Gop out of the World ; * 
. Wnat 
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what could not be felt or perceiv'd at all, neither was 
it neceſſary, now we had the Scriptures to go by. I 
ſaid; it is highly neceſſary, if the Scriptures be true: 
for they tell me, if I have not the Spirit of Cux isr. 
J am none of his; and if 1 am not his, I muſt belong 
to the Devil: for they two ſhare the World between 
them. 5 5 85 
Beſides, if there be no ſuch Thing as receiving the 
Holy Ghoſt, now a- days, as you ſay, then he who 
_ repeats the Prayers of the Church, offers to Goy the 
Sacrifice of Fools. Here he ſtorm'd at me, and cal- 
led me an Enthuſiaſt, and ſaid, to taik of the Spirit 
Was all a Deluſion. Hold, Sir, I reply'd, or I ſtall 
expoſe you before the People, which I did not deſign 
to do. How could you attrm, before God and the 
Congregation, that y0a was inwardly moved by the 
Holy Ghoſt to take upon you the Othce of a Deacon: 
and now you teſtify that there is no {ſuch Thing as be- 
ing moved by the Holy Ghoſt? He ſaid, did I ſay ſo? 
Yes, Sir, Lanſwer'd, you did, when you receiv'd Holy _ 
Orders. He turn d pale, ſpake not ten Words more, 
but went away. I have met him ſeveral times ſince, 
and he ſpeaks kindly to me. 5 5 
I had ſome every Day to difpute with me; and e- 
very Night ſome to converſe with me, who wanted to 
know the Way to Zion. The People now cry out, 
When will Mr Weſtey come, for here are thouſands in 
this Town would gladly hear him. Indeed I find a 
great Deſire in them to know the Way of Salvation; 
_ Nay, and they ſeem willing to be ſav'd Gop's own 
Way; that is, from their Sins, not in them. Surely 
the Lord will be mindful of them, and give them 
Teachers after his own Heart. SIP 
Tue ſecond Sunday 1 went to Church, and my Heart 
was comforted again by the Love of Gop in the Sa- 
crament. Gop, I find, will meet with us in his own 
Ways! O may we never forſake them! _ 
This Week I had ſeveral of the Brethten to ſee 
me, and we were comforted together. Our Brother 
A brought me ſome little Books, which I gave to 
the People who came to talk with me. So chat b

my Speaking, and their Reading, many began to be 
alarm'd, and ſent for me to their Houſes, to enquire 


how can theſe Things be, which we affirm ? For if 


theſe Things are ſo as you ſay, and Mr V ſie, has 
here written, then we are not Chriſtians. I told them 


1 would prove theſe I hings to be true, both from our 


own Church, and from the written Word of God; 
and if you find you have not theſe inward Marks of 
Faith, ſuch as Peace, Joy, Love, the Witneſs of the 
Spirit, you are not Chriſtians yet. But that is no 


| Reaion why ye ſhould not become ſuch ; for Chr / 
has commanaed Repentance and Remiſſion of Sins to 


be preach'd to every Soul in his Name; and he doth 


actually pardon and abtolve all them that truly re- 


pent, and unfeignedly believe his Holy Goſpel, 


| Therefore ſeek, ard you ſhall find; for the 1 ruth 


of Gop binds Him to give to every one that aſ- 
I he People attended my going to the Field all this 
Week; and when 1] went along the Streets, they came 


out of their Houles to flare at me, as if J had been 
a Monſter. I have read that they would not ſuffer 
them to buy or ſell in the City, unleſs they had the 
Mark of the Beaſt; but here, without his Mark we 


cannot ſo much as paſs the Streets O my Gop, Why 
is thy Servant as a ſpeckled Bird in this which is call'd 


a Chriſtian Country ? Clled after thy moſt ſacred 
Name ; which whoſoever Names ſhould depart from 


Iniquity. How is the faithful City become an Har- 


lot, and thy People taken Captive by the Enemy at 
his Will. Is it Tim e for thee, Lord, to lay to thy Hand, 


for they have deſtroy'd thy Law! «© 5 
One Day this Weck, after my Exerciſe on the Moor, 


there came a Gentleman in gold Lace, and a Miniſter 


in Diſguiſe, and began aſking me Quettions ; which 
I anſwer'd according to the Ability Gop gave me. 
many flock'd round about us to hear, for our Diſpute 


Was long, and hot on their Side. I believe we had 
| talked half an Hour before I perceiv'd he was a Mi- 
" nifter ; for I took him for a Lawyer, and ſuch a one 
as believed there was no Gop : for if I ſpoke of the 
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geriptures, he threw up his Head and call'd me Fool, and 
bad me hold my Nonſenſe, I ſaid, that which you call 
Nonſenſe, 1 call the higheſt Wiſdom. When I ſpake 
any thing of the Spirit of Gop, he heav'd his Cane at 
me, as if he would have ſtruck me: but Gop gave 
me perfect Peace in my Soul, and Words that made 
him ſtart, and convinc'd the By-itanders of the Truth. 
Ile was ſo enrag d that he foam'd at the Mouth like a 
Horſe that is hard rid. But when J underſtood that ge 
was a Miniſter, I ſaid, Hold, Sir, let me ſpeak a little 
by your Leave. You call yourſelf a Minifter of the 
Church of Ezglard, do you not? 7 a. Pray then, 
Sir, what Doctrine do you preach * for you make the 
Word of Gop of none Effect, and you deny all Inſpi- 
ration.

5d, his Reaſon for ſpeaking ſo 
was, becauſe I con:d not be quiet with my Nonſenſe 
and Inſpiration. And, I bear, you have preach'd ſe- 
veral Times ſince you came, and have filled the Heads 
of many in this Town with your new DoQrine. I told 
him I had not preached publickly ſince I came, but did 
not know how ſoon I might. Then he thook his Stick 
and ſtamp'd, and ſaid in Anger, © If you do preach 
publickly, we ſhall take an Order w ith you, which 
mall be worſe than ſending you for a Soldier.” Let 
Gop look to that, I anſwer” d ; for by his Grace, I 
can love all Men, but fear none, that can kill the 
Body only.

God ? I ſuppoſe, ſaid he, you think you have put 
an hard Queſtion to me. But, hard or caſy, he never 


anſwer'd it; and I cannot remember that ever I ſaw

On Saturday, ſeveral defir'd me to preach on Sunday 
Morning. I told them I ſhould take a Walk out to 


the Moor at half an Hour after ſeven. Accordingly I 
did fo, and found thrice as many as I expected, and 


preach'd to about three hundred well-behav'd People, 


who begg'd me to preach again at Night. I anſwer'd 
ſome of them I did not know but I might: yet I gave 
no public Notice, But one told another, and ſpread 
it thro' the City. TD, i 
I went to the Minſter, and heard the Biſhop preach, 


and receiv'd the blefied Sacrament at his Hands. At 
ſeven in the Evening, I went to the Moor, and found 
an unexpected Congregation, I believe fix thouſand 


People. But there was nothing prepar'd for me to 


ſtand on, and great Part of the Soldiers were there, 
_ almoſt drunk, and began to quarrel with the People 
that crowded me; ſo that I ſaw there was likely to be 

Miſchief done, and prevented it by withdrawing. If 


J had preach'd, I believe they would have behav'd 
quietly, for they ſeem'd to have a great Deſire to hear 


what this Doctrine is. I had not the Opportunity of 


ſatisfying them at this Time; but they that had heard 
in the Morning, told others, and inflam'd them the 


more with Defire to hear for themſelves. Several ſent 


for me to their Houſes, and others came to me: ſo I 


ſee Gop will work, and who ſhall hinder? Lord, open 


their Underſtandings, that they may know the Things 
which belong to their everlaſting Peace. 


On Manday J heard that ſome Clergymen were with 


the Officers ; and, atNight, one of the Officers ſent for 


me, and ſaid, What, you cannot leave off your Preach- 
ing yet; but we muſt be blam'd about you. But if 


ever you preach publickly more, you ſhall be ſeverely 


_ whipped... My Anſwer was, I am not careful in this 
Matter. It is better to obey GoD than Man Br 
eee eee 5 liere 
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lieve it is the Will of God that I ſhould preach ; and 
I have not taken Man to pleaſe in any thing that will 
offend my Gop. 

With many Threats he bade me go, but 1 made no 
Promiſe to obey him, neither did 1 intend it in this 
Caſe; for I had promis d to go to , a Willage 
about a Mile out of 7:74, the next Evening. Accord- 
ingly I went, and preach'd to almoſt all the Inhabi- 
tants, in a Field. The Lord gave me to ſpeak his 
Word freely, and ſent it with Power to their Hearts. 
The Rock was ſtruck, and the Waters guſhed out. 
All whom I ſaw benav'd well. Many ſaid they hoped 
I would come again; for let Mien fay what they will 
of this People, t this is the Truth, and {0 we mal! 

& find it one Day.” | 
As I came down the Street, an Aldermäd of York 
and his Wife, who had been to hear me, were ſtand- 
Ing at the Gate of his Houſe, and he call'd to me, 
and ſaid, If you pleaſe to accept of a Glaſs of any 
ſort of Liquor my Houſe affords, it is at your Service. 
I faid; I thank you for your Good-will, but I don't 
Care to drink. Several others offer'd me Drink, but 
I took none, They pray'd me to come once a Week, 

as long as I ſtaid in Ter. Lord, be mindful of this 
People, I beſeech thee, and ſend then? thoſe, who will 
preach Righteouſneſs by Faith in Jzsvus Cnsisr. And 
O that they may be found in the Wedding- garment in 
that Day, when every Covering, which is not of thy 
- xo will be found as filthy Rags before thy Pure 
Eyes 
All this Week I had Company as much as J could 
tell what to do with. Several deſir'd me to preach 
on S1iday Morning. I did not promiſe, but went to 
diſcourſe with about a Score, at ſeven, on the Moor. 
Others had a Suſpicion of my being there, and JI be-

Walking, and begg'd me to preach to them, I told

Our Time was ſhort, 
for | had but half an Hour, before I went to anſwer. 


for what I had done. Somebody had told the Enſign 


that J had been preaching; and he ſent for me, and 
- ſaid, Damn your Hlocd, Sir, have you been preaching this 


Morning © I ſaid, I had. He ſwore he would have 
no Preaching nor Praving in their Regiment. Then 
] faid, -** Sir, you ought to have no Swearing nor 


Curſing neither; for ſurely I have as much Right to 


pray and-preach, as you have to curſe and ſwear.” _ 
He ſwore again that I ſhould be damnably whip- 


ped for what J had done. I anſwer' d, Let Gop 
look to that, for the Cauſe is his. But if you don't 


leave off your Curſing and Swearing, it will be worſe 


with you than with me. Then he ſaid, Corporal, 


put this Fellow in Priſon directly.“ The Corporal 


ſaid, „Sir, I muſt not carry a Man to Priſon, unleſs I 


ppc in his Crime with him.” Well, ſaid he, it is for 
{obeying Orders. So I ſee an hundred may diſobey 
all the Orders of Gop, and there is no Notice taken 
of them; nor do the common People cry out hang

and thouſands in the City would be glad to hear. Vou 
ſee what a populous wicked Place it is: pray do not 
forget us, but think of us when you ſee us not. We 


ny” ſome of you two or three Years ago ; but you 
had no Regard for our Souls, till Gop brought you by 
Force. Surely you was not fold hither, but ſent for 


\ our Good; therefore forget us not.” 


O the Tenderneſs which this People ſhew'd, and 
Deſire for the Word of Gop ! it mov'd me to cr 
out, Lord have Mercy on them, and let them hear 
thy Goſpel, and find it thy Power unto Saivation z 


for why ſhould thy People periſh tor lack of Know-

On Thurſday Morning we ſtood two Hours in the 
Streets before we {et out of Town. We marched to 
Efingwould that Day, and when we were driven up in 
the Street, the People perceiv'd me to be the Merhod/t 
Preacher they had read of in the News-papers. They 
told one another, and flock'd about me, as if the Sol- 
diers had brought a Monſter into the Town. Fg 
When we had ſtaid near an Hour in the Street, I 


and five more were billeted at one Houſe, where tze 
= | People 
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People were ſo poor, they had not fix Seats for us to 


ſit on, nor any Beds; ſo we came Back to the Officers 
Quarters, and they order'd four of us to another 


Houſe. 


Soy gave me to ſpeak plain to them, and ſeveral 
of their Neighbours, who came to ſee the Methodiſt. 
And they ſaid, if this be the Metbodiſt Doctrine, we 
pray Gop we may have it preach'd in this Town, for 


hundreds would be glad to hear you. | 


In the Evening the head Man of the Town came in. 
He is a profeſſed Papiſt, but a moral honeſt Man, and 
one who bears a good Character in his Neighbourhood. 


He aſk'd me many Queſtions, and Gop gave me to 


anſwer him to his Satisfaction. Indeed I never ſaw a 


Man of his Rank ſo teachable and ſo humble. His 
gold Lace did not make him above liſtening to the 


Goſpel. - He ſeem'd a Man of ſound Reaſon, as well 


as liberal Education. I ſpoke for near an Hour, to 
prove the Doctrine of Juſtification by Faith; and that 
both from the Old and New Teſtament. I ſhew'd the 
Fruits of that juſtifying Faith, and the Neceſſity of e- 


very Man's having it, that he may eſcape the Damna- 


tion of Hell. The Word had ſuch Effect upon him, 
that his Eyes diſcover'd the Tenderneſs of his Heart; 


and, when I had ended, he ſaid, I think no Man in his 
Senſes would dare to hinder you from Inſtructing Sin- 
ners in the Way of Salvation: as for my Part, I ſhall. 
be glad to ſee you at Liberty: and if you get clear of 
theſe Men, and come again this Way, I would have 
you call on me. %% 
I was amaz'd to find ſuch a Man among the Papiſts, 


having met very few, either Teachers or Hearers of 
our own Church, but what hold the Popiſh Principles 
ten Times ſtronger than this Man, who calls himſelf 
. a Papiſt. When he went away, he forc'd two Shillings 
into my Hand, which I would have return'd, tellin 


him I receiv'd no Money, and needed none; but he 


would not take it again, ſaying he could afford it, and 


I might have Occaſion for it on my Journey. O Gop, 


thy Servants.

Next Morning, at two, the Drum beat for us to 


march our of Town. By eleven, on Friday, we got to 
| Nerthallerton ; and by twelve, ſettled in Quarters. 1 
went into the Market-place, and ſpoke to thoſe I found 


there, of the Way of Salvation ; I hope not in vain. 
Afterwards I was ſitting alone, and there came a Shop- 
keeper, and ſaid, If I would go to his Houſe, he would 
give me a Glaſs of any Liquor I pleas'd to drink. I 
told him I did not drink any ſtrong Liquor. Well but, 
he ſaid, I defire your Company, if you pleaſe, for half 
an Hour. I went to his Houſe, and drank Tea with 
him and his Family, and ſpoke plain to them. They 


receiv'd my Exhortation with Thankfulneſs, and ſaid, 


We have heard much of you, but never heard any of 


you before. Several of you have paſſed through the 
Town, and we wonder'd they never preach d here. 


If you come again, we hope you will call and ſee us. 


I gave them a Book, and return'd to my Quarters. 


Next Morning, at one, the Drum beat for us to 


march, and we got to Darlington by nine. Here I was 


known to ſeveral ; and, by them, made known to al-- 
moſt all the Town. Many came to my Quarters to talk 


with me; and others, ſent for me. Whence this Fa- 


mine in our Land? 1 find the People hunger after the 


Word, as if there were no Bibles in the Nation. 
Me reſted here on Sunday, and I had many to ſee 
me. When they heard what our Doctrine was, they 


cried, It is a Shame to ſend a Man for a Soldier for 


ſpeaking the Truth; for let all Men ſay what they 5 
will, this is the Goſpel of Jesus CAHRIST. oy 


In the Evening one of the Officers came to me, and. 


faid, Well, Sir, why was not you at Church to-day ? 
T anſwer'd, I was, Sir, and if you had been there, you 
might have ſeen me; for I never miſs going, when + 
have an Opportunity. Well, Sir, he added, have you 


preach'd ſince you came hither ? Not publickly yet, I 


& reply'd. He ſwore he wiſh'd 1 would, that he might 
Puniſh me ſeverely. But, Sir, (I told him) if you don't 

repent, and leave of that Habit of Swearing, you will 

be worſe puniſh'd than you are able to puniſh me. He

This was he that put me in Priſon at York for preach- 


ing. As Sau hunted David, ſo has this Man hunted 


my Soul; but I truſt the ſame Gov that deliver'd 


David, will deliver me from cruel Men. | 
I gave ſeveral Books away in this Town alſo; which 

we left the next Morning. | | = 
I was much ſurpriz'd at the Good-nature of the Sol - 


diers in all this March, for I believe twenty offer'd to 


carry the Gun for me, and any thing elſe I had. Gov, 
1 found, ſupported me wonderfully in all theſe Trials ; 


for I could travel fifteen or twenty Miles faſting, as well 


as thoſe who ate and drank two or three times by the 
way. Surely Man doth not live by Bread alone; but the 
Lord is the Strength of //-ae/; the Defender of all them 
that put their Truſt in him. O God, be thou my Guide 


- unto Death. | 


Me got to Durham by nine on Monday; but, in our 
Way to Darlington, we had a River to croſs, and 
were oblig'd to wade through it. The Day was very 


hot, ſo that I had ſweat much, and catched Cold im- 


mediately. I found myſelf much out of Order, when 
we got to Durham, and deſir'd I might lay down a2 


little. Corporal /=-—— lay down with me, and fell 
"aſleep. At twelve, I awak'd iuddenly, as if ſome Man 
had call'd me, and ſaid to the Corporal, I muſt go to 


the Market-place directly, for what I know not, nei- 


ther which Way to go to it. Nor I, he ſaid ; but TI 


will go with you, and we can enquire the Way, Ac- 


cordingly we did; and juſt as we got thither, my Bro- 
ther Metal was enquiring for me among the Soldiers. 


Well, ſaid Mr ,, I did never ſee ſuch a Thing 
in all my Life, that you ſhould thus awake, and come 


to meet your Friend the Minute he came to ſeek for 
you.

We were much comforted together. He told me 
that Mr John Weſtey would be at Durham ſoon after 
four o' Clock. I gave Gop Thanks for that News. We 

went to a Common, about a Mile from the Town, and 

there we met Mr -. My Heart rejoic'd to ſee 3 | 
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and great Reaſon have I to give Gop Thanks thatT 


ever {aw him, who was an Inſtrument in God's Hands 


of plucking me as a Brand out of the Fire. And I have 
found him Gop's Meſſenger for my Good ever ſince. 


We came to the Sign of the Angel, and had ſome 
Converſation together. He exhorted me to watch and 
pray ; and did not doubt but my Captivity would turn 


to the Glory of Gop, and Furtherance of the Goſpel. 


At ſix I went to anſwer my Call, and Mr V went 
into the Minſter. | ES 


_ Afterwards I and Thomas Beard, my F ellow-priſoner, 


met Mr - and our Brother Errington, and went with 
them to the Inn, and ſtaid till nine. When we had 
Pray'd together, we commended each other to the 

Grace of Gop, and fo parted in Body, not in Spirit. 


Next Morning the Drum beat at one,. and we were. 
call'd up into the Market-place, and caus'd to ſtand till 


three, and then march'd off for Sunderland, which we 


reach'd by nine. When we were brought up in the 


Town, I heard ſeveral of the Inhabitants ſay to one 
another, That is the Methodiſ mention'd in the News- 
Papers; for his Look is not like other Mens. O my 


Goo, why am I, and my Fellows, become Men that 
are wonder'd at? : 


While we ſtood, a Landlord came to us, and ſaid, 
Sir, I wiſh you would quarter at my Houſe ; for I ex- 
pect two, and ſhould be glad to have you for one, and 


whom you chuſe fora Comrade. I choſe Coporal ., 


and aſk d for the Billit as the Man deſir d, but could 


not get it. But I believe we got the beſt Quarters We 


Could have in Sznderland. Thus, I ſee, if we acknow. 
ledge Gop in all our Ways, he will direct our Paths. 


When 1 went to Exerciſe, I had many came to ſee 
me, and fell into Diſcourſe with them, but could get 


no Hold of them; for they aſſented and conſented to 


all I ſaid; and were ſo full of what the World calls 


good Manners, that all I ſpoke was as written on the 


Sand, tho' I talk'd with them ſeveral Days. Yet ſome, 
Itruſt, will be mindful of their everlaſting Welfare. 
On Saturday Night I was order'd to ſtand Centry 


on the Sundey following, and deſir d I might ſtand 


ang- 
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another Day, or pay for my Guard. I believe ten Men 
offer d to ſtand for me, but all in vain ; for the Enſign 
was the Officer of the Guard that Day; and he pro- 
teſted he would make me do it myſelf. I aſk'd, Sir, 
what have I done, that I can't have the ſame Liberty 
as another Man? He anſ{wer'd, You love the Church 
too well; and I will keep you from it, and make them 
go who do not like to go. Keep me, O my Gov, from 
all Anger or III-will; for this Man is ſet to prove me. 
J went to the Guard-houſe, and many came to talk 
with me: but I did not ſtand Centry, till fix on Mon- 
day Morning. The Enſign's faying in the open Street, 
I ſhould not go to Church, becauſe I lov'd it, drew. 
many of the People to me ; and will turn, I am per- 
ſuaded, to the Furtherance of the Goſpel, 
The Week after, Mr M— came. He had heard what 
the Enſign had done, and came to me, and aſk'd me 
how did; and ſaid, I am inform'd Mr 4— hinder'd 4 
you from going to Church; but I will aſſure you, you 
ſhall not be hinder'd again, as long as you are with us, 2 
I have found ſomething of Good in this Man ever 
 fAnce II knew him, He will hear Reaſon, and ſeems to 
make a Conſcience both of his Words and Actions. 

I was near an Hour in his Chamber, and he aſk'd 
me of the principal Points of our Doctrine. I made them 
as plain to him as I could, and he heard me with great 
Candour, and ſaid he had no Fault to at all to find with 
it. He told me, The firſt Time that ever I ſaw you, 1 
ſaw you was no Vagrant ; but it would be a Scandal to 

all who were concern'd in ſending or receiving ſuch an 
one: for*he Act of Parliament does not reach ſuch as 

you. But the reſt of the Officers ſaid they could not 
| Help it, for you was deliver'd to us as a Soldier by the 
„ J—s, and they are the Rogues. No Sir, I anſwer'd, 
=! [288 the Js are in no Fault, for I was never before one 
WW!!! . . of them yet. He ſaid, Who ſent you then? 1 reply d, 
| LENT the Commiſſioners. What Evidence had they againſt 
11 vou? The Accuſation againſt me was, He preaches to 
be People, by the Conſtable's Deputy; and he alſo con- 
fedſſed he knew no other Evil of me. Well, but the 
Act of Toleration clears you from that's being a Crime, 


What, had you no Man to ſpeak for you ? Yes, ſe: 
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veral were ready, but none were ſuffer'd to do it: 
neither were the Papers regarded which my honeſt 
Neighbours and Gentlemen ſent on my Behalf. For 


one of the Commiſſioners was the Par/on of our Pariſh, 


and he was the Evidence agairft me ; and they ſaid they 
would hear no other. Nay, ſaid Mr /t, it is no 
Wonder they treated you ſo, if the Prieſt was concern- 


ed; for they have been at the Head of all the Perſe- 


cutions for Religion which have been ſince the World 


began. I ſee them ſo wicked, that I do not mind Re- 
ligion at all. But this is my Religion ] believe there 


is one Gop, and that CnR1sT his Son died for the 


World: and I ſtrive todo honeſtly to all Men; and to 
do a good turn to the Meaneſt, if I can. And 1 think 

my Religion is better than theirs who preach one thing, 
and do another. For I bave ſeen ſo much of them, that 
J will aſſure you, 1 would hear you as ſoon N

He ſaid, he could like to read ſome of our Books; 3 


and 1 made him a Preſent of An earneſt Appeal, and the 


Character if a Methodi/:, and the Sermon Awake ibi 
that ſleepsſt, He has told me bnee,. thar he has read, 
and likes them well. 

'This Day he procur'd me a F arlow to go to Nerv, l? 
for ſeven et and I found 1 did not go up without 


the Lord ; for my Soul, and thoſe of the People, were 


refreſh'd with the Foos of Gop. Several of the Sol- 


diers came to hear me preach, and gave great Atten- 


tion to the Things which were ſpoken. I found great 
Freedom to ſpeak to the Children, whom Gov has 


call'd out of the evil World, to ſerve him in this Place. 


W atch over them, O my Gov, for good, and be thou 


their Guide unto Death. 


On Tue, day my Time was out to go back. I preach'd | 


at Painſhee, in the Afternoon, to an attentive Congre- 


gation, and got to Sunderland by ſeven at Night. This

I got in marching; but found preſent Eaſe by being 
blooded. The Week following I was ſent for by the 


Captain to the Store-houſe ; and he inſiſted on my go- 


ing, tho' I was ſo ill, When Icame there, he and three 
more Officers came, and aſk'd me how] did. I told 


them; and they ſaid, Here is a good Coat for you, to 


keep you from Cold, that you may recover your Health. 
I ſaid, I have Coats enough, if that would do; | need 
none of yours. They ſaid, They would make me wear 
it, and all the other Cloathing belonging to a Soldier. 
 1anſwerd, You may array me as a Man of War, but 


J ſhall never fight. They aſk'd, What is your Reaſon? 
And my Anſwer was, 1 cannot ſee any Thing in this 
World worth fighting for. Iwant neither it Riches nor 
Honours, but the Honour that cometh of Gop only. 
I regardneither its Smiles nor its Frowns ; and have no 


Bufineſs in it but to get well out of it. 


'Then they order'd the Serjeant to pull off my Coat, 
and put a red one on me. When he had done it, they 
turn'd me round, and rejoic'd over me. I ſaid, You 
ſee the Scripture cannot be broken, where it ſaith, /* 
they do this in the green Tree, what will they do in the dry? 


W hat do you mean by that, they aſk'd? and I anſwer'd,

On Friday, Fuly 27, Jin Graham of Sunderland 
came: to me with an open Letter in his Hand, and ſaid, 
Come, my Friend, I have good News for thee, Gon 
hath heard the Prayers of thy People in thy Behalf, and 
ſent thee Deliverance. Here, read this Letter, which 
the Major hath ſent to the Captain on thy Account. It 


was on this wiſe, „I havereceiv'd an Order from the 


Earl of S. to diſcharge John Neljor, who was preſt 


from Bir/ta/, in the Weſt-riding of Porkfbire, There- 
| fore, take his Arms and Cloathing from kim which he 
| has receiv'd, and let me know if he has had any Pay 
| fince he came, and ſend him to me with a Furlow.” “ 
| Accordingly I deliver'd all Things I had belonging to 


them, to Lieutenant M. who ſaid, He was glad that 1 


was to be releas'd, and wiſh'd me well whereſoever 1 
went, I had a Furlow given me, and ſet out in the Af- 
| ternoon with ſome that were came from Nezcaft/e to 
|. ſee me; and got there by ſeven. | 

F- All the Society gave Gop Thanks on my Behalf, as 


ſoon as they ſaw me ; for they had Knowledge of my 
Deliverance before I had. Next Morning I went to the 


Major's Quarters about nine. When ] had waited about 
an Hour, I was order'd to come at half an Hour paſt 


eleven; I did fo, and waited another Hour. Then the 


Major call'd to me, and bad me come at half an Hour 


after two, and he would ſpeak to me. I came again 
as he order'd me, and when I had ſtꝭ id near an Hour, 


one of the Captains call'd me, and ſaid, the Major is 


gone to dine with the Mayor of the Town, and you 


will hardly ſee him to- night; but you will be ſure to 
find him to-morrow Morning. I told him that would 


not do for me; for my Buſineſs was not to be done on 


the S$a4ba7h. 


Near fix in the Evening, I ſaw the Major go along 


the Street, and follow'd him to his Lodgings. He ſaid, 


I have an Order from the Lord S— to diſcharge you. 


He ſent for the Adjutant, and order 4 him 0 e 2

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tw o printed Diſcharges with him. He came, and three 


more of the Officers with him, and fill'd up the Diſ- 
charge. When he had done, he ſaid, I wiſh all the 
Men in our Regiment would behave as well as Mr Nel- 
ian has done fince he came among us, it would be much 
better for us, and them too. Then our Lieutenant 
ſaid, Indeed he has done much Good ſince he came a- 
mong us; for we have not one third of the Curſing 
and Swearing in the Regiment, which we had before 
he came. And he has given me ſeveral private Exhor- 
tations, and ſome of their Books; and I thank him for 
them, and his Advice, for it is good. Then the Major 
ſaid, I wiſh I had a Regiment of ſuch Men as he is in 
all reſpects, ſave that one, his refuſing to fight: 1 
would not care what Enemy I had to meet, or where 
my Lot was caſt.— Sir, if you fear Gov, I ſaid, you 
have no need to fear any Thing elſe: for they that 
fear him depart from Evil, and ſeek to do his Will, and 


not their own, They know that in his Hand are the 


Iſſes of Life and Death; therefore they fear not him 
that can kill the Body only, bat him that can deſtroy 


both Soul and Body in Hell. And every one that | 
has this Fear is truly wiſe ; but he that dares commit 


Sin, his Wiſdom is the Fooliſhneſs of Folly ; for he 


is pulling Deſtruction on his own Head, and fitting 


himſelf for the Fuel of Hell Fire. But he that is wife 


unto Salvation, is bold as a Lion, and is more noble 


than to contend for the Honour which cometh of Men. 


For having Bread to eat, and Raiment to put on, he 


knows that is all this World can afford him. He pi- 
ties the great Ones of the Earth, who feeds on Hatks, 
and can be content with the empty Title of Right Ho- 
nourable ; while, by Sin, they debaſe themſelves even 
down to Hell.
